Tile law is a* follows: 
Section 6,942 of the statute*entitled 
“ Keeping a place where Intoxicating 
liquors are sold In violation of the 
law; the place when *old declared a 
nuisance, and on conviction of keeper 
shall 
bo shut up unless, ell." 
A 
keeper of aplace where intoxicating 
liquors are sold in violation of Hie 
law shall bo fined not more than HOO 
nor less than ITH!, or Imprisoned not 
more than HO nor less than IO day*.or 
both, and upon conviction of such 
keeper the place where such liquor ts 
sold shall tie deemed a common nui­ 
sance, and tile court shall order him to 
shut up and abate the same unless he 
make It appear to the court that tie 
does not then sell liquor therein In 
violation of the law or gives bond pay­ 
able to the state of I Hilo In the sum of 
one thousand dollars with sureties to 
the acceptance of the court that he 
will not sell liquor therein In violation 
of law and will pay all fines, costs and 
damages assessed 
against 
him 
for 
violation of the laws relating to the 
sale of Intoxicating liquor to be drank 
at 
the 
place 
where 
sold, 
and 
this section does not extend to the 
sale of wine manufactured of the 
nure Juice of the grape cultivated In 
this state, or beer, ale or elder, and 
the giving away of Intoxicating liquor 
or shift or device to evade the provis­ 
ions of this and the last section shall 
be deemed and held to be unlawful 
selling ’’ 
Opinions differ as to whether this 
law will hold In Burns’ case. 
Chief 
Gill does not believe It will apply, be­ 
cause cases are cited where it was 
shown that a series of such illegal 
selling Is necessary to declare the 
place a nuisance. 
W hether the law 
would take evidence that Burns had 
sold to the club since January last as 
such series Is a question to is* decided. 
Solicitor Clark was quest toned about 
the matter, and said that the law was 
an old one that has caused many 
complications and troubles. 
In his

E v e r y s t a g e m a n a g e r knows lo w im 
p o r ta n t i t is th a t t h a t s h o u ld Is* d o n e .

Tho regulation way for acton ami ac* 
tresses to learn their parts is to also 
learn tho coe, as well a* their own lines. 
Perhaps it n well to tell tho uninitiated 
that the cue consists of tho last few 
words or tho last sentence spoken by the 
other actor. 
Every part not only con­ 
tains what the actor is to iqicak, but 
alio tho cue 
Most stage folk w ill tell 
you that it is more difficult to loam the 
cues than ii is the lines, as they often 
convey no meaning to the mind. 
Everybody* in New York who goes to 
tho theaters knows or bus soon Joe Ho! 
land, as he is fam iliarly called. No one 
won Id Hntqieot, to a n Mr. Holland's ren­ 
dition of the parts ho plays, that lie d o e s 
not hear tho cues. 
However, that is a fact. Mr. Holland 
inherited deafness. His father was (loaf, 
and his brother, Mr. George Holland, 
tin* Philadelphia manager, is alsoNlight 
ly afTortisl that way. 
It would seem to tho average thinker 
that Mr. Holland would have found his 
infirmity a serious handicap iii the dra­ 
matic profession. 
On the contrary, so 
cleverly has he managed it that it lias 
been almost an advantage to Iii in. T riv­ 
ial noises do not disturb him , and in 
consequence he is able to give hi* vt h u ll 
mind, unaffected by any interruptions, to 
the work iii hand. 
Of course Mr. Holland is not absohm 
ly "stone (leaf," as the saying goes. H 
is w hat is generally termed "hard of 
hearing. ” 
Now a* to how he picks up his cue*; 
when he doesn't hear them. 
He studies not only his own part, but 
also the entire line* spoken by other pts 
pie when lie is on the stage. 
He com 
nuts these to memory perfectly. .Howell 
doe* he learn them that he knows just 
how long it takes for them to Is'sisikcu 
WIkui lie is facing the actor of whom hi 
is to get his cue, of course he can readily 
tell when ills turn comes by the move 
incut of the other's lips or tho cxpros 
sion of the face. 
He says, though, that 
tin' expression of the face is what he re 
lies on illest. 
He pays very little litten 
tion to the ll (ms. because most {sup]*) 
have a habit of moving the lips iuvolun 
tarily even when they are not sjs'aking 
a trick that would easily lead him 
astray. The expression of the face, how 
ever, is a sure cue. 
It never fails him 
urn! always is the same. 
His main reliance, however, is on a 
system of counting. H e knows just how 
long it w ill take for each s|sss'h to t» 
said. 
He times that speech by a certain 
uum ls'r of counts. When tie has counted 
the right number of time* few the speech, 
beknow * that it is his turn to speak 
This is absolutely necessary when his 
back is turned toward the other actor 
As, for instance, Mr. Holland comes 
on the stage, his line is: 
"W ell; I ’ve returned.” 
He then turns around to lay down his 
hut, and the oilier ]M-rsoti says: 
"B u t you were very late iii getting 
b u ck . ” 
As sikiii as Mr. Holland turns he lie 
gins to count. 
When he has reached 
lglit, he says in a nonchalant way, no 
m atter w hat is happening: 
"W ell, aren 't you glad to see me 
back?" 
Long experience has shown him that 
in this way he picks up ins cue just as 
promptly aud perhaps more so than 
though lie had heard it. 
Mr. Holland’s adroitness in this lino 
has lss‘11 the wonder of New York m an­ 
agers. Probably no one else know* of it, 
for, as is natural, Mr. Holland is a trifle 
sensitive on the subject. 
The only drawback that lie ever finds 
to his system arises from other faults 
than his own. 
He has never yet been 
caught napping except when some stage 
hand made a blunder or some unforseen 
accident occurred. This would only hap­ 
pen when some noise was to Is; made, 
as the ringing of a bell or the tiring of a 
gum 
In such cases Mr. Holland sup­ 
poses, of course, that the property man 
or tho stage hand is doing his duty. If, 
however, tho property man or the stage 
hand doe* not do his duty promptly. Mr. 
H olland is left iii im em barrassing situ- 
at iou. 
Suppose, for instance, that in tho busi­ 
ness of a piece a tiell is to bo rung. 
It 
doesn't ring when it should. 
However, 
that's none of Mr. Holland's business. 
He naturally supposes that it has rung, 
and so he calin ly says: 
Ah, there goes the boll. 
Ch) to the 
door, Mary I" And just after he has said 
it the bell rings. 
Or if some one is to fire a pistol and 
Mr. Holland is supposed to bi* listening 
for the report w ith rapt attention, and 
when it should go off says, "A t last he 
has fired," and no one has tired us far as 
the audience eau discover—well, in such 
cases the stage manager swears and 
somebody gets fined.—New York Her­ 
ald.

So says tim story, which, entirely be­ 
lieved by the French, i s placed on record 
by Morel, declared in a footnote tots* 
correct, and then (twit!) w ithin the 
memory of living witnesses. We can en­ 
tirely agrin w ith the author iii his suc­ 
ceeding remark, "T hus, by one of those 
strange chances beyond all human ex 
pinnal nm, there fell through a design 
which m ight have m aterially changed 
the course of events."— M acm illan's 
Magazine.
